Do not use 
fabric softener in washer or 
dryer. After fabric has been 
washed, iron to remove wrinkles. 

Apply Aleene’s Fusible Web 
to wrong side of fabric following 
instructions on page 52. 

Cut poinsettias from fabric. 
The number of poinsettias will 
be determined by the size of 
poinsettias on the fabric. (We 
used 8.) Peel off paper backing 
and place some of the poinset¬ 
tias in a V shape on the front 
side of sweatshirt. Save three or 
so poinsettias to go across the 
backside of sweatshirt. 

Iron poinsettias on the front 


side of sweatshirt following the 
instructions on page 52. Turn 
sweatshirt over. Place poinset¬ 
tias across the upper back and 
iron in place. 

Place shirt on shirt board. 
Embellish the edges of poinset¬ 
tias with fabric writer. Place 
glue in center of each poinsettia. 
Place several rhinestones in the 
centers (3-4 of each color) using 
tweezers. Using fabric writer, 
make swirls coming out from 
each poinsettia. Make several 
dots with the fabric writer 
around the poinsettias. Let this 
side dry for 24 hours and then 
embellish the back of shirt in 
the same way. 

To care for your sweatshirt 
do not wash for at least a week. 
For best results, turn sweatshirt 
inside out, hand wash in cool 
water, and hang to dry. Enjoy! ■

• Red cording - (2) 24” pieces, (1) 36” piece 

• Yellow felt into 8” circle 

• Yellow rick rack (2) 44” pieces 

Increase hole in Paint-It Boards to 1” diameter, 
using craft knife. 

Mark two lines 3/4” apart on blue felt. See dia¬ 
gram 53. 

Spread glue evenly on side of Paint-It Board 
and center along left marked line. Repeat for sec¬ 
ond board as shown. 

Evenly spread glue on both boards and 3/4” 
center space. Position red felt on top. Match to blue 
felt at corners. 

To reinforce edges, run a bead of glue 1/2” from 


outer edges of both boards between the layers of 
felt. Pinch together. Let dry. 

Trim glued felt 3/4” from outside edges of 
boards, using pinking shears, if desired. Do not cut 
between the boards—this is the hinge. 

Cut away 1/2” circles inside 1” circles on ends 
of boards. Re-glue felt if necessary. 

On blue side of boards, glue two strips of rick 
rack 3” from continuous long edges. Turn under 
ends 1/2” and glue. 

Apply fusible web to the three circles following 
directions on page 52. Fuse red circle in center of 
yellow circle, then center and fuse on blue circle. 
Center and fuse bull’s eye on left red board as 
shown in diagram on page 53. 

On opposite red board, mark and paint with yel¬ 
low paint the scoring zone lines as shown in photo. 

Glue applique numerals as indicated. 

Paint small dot of red paint in center of six white 
buttons; let dry. Turn buttons over and paint centers. 
Repeat on other six buttons with blue paint. 

NOTE: For button bag, use 1/4” seam 
allowance. Glue or stitch sides and bottom seams of 
two 5”x 7” pieces of red felt, leave 2” free at top of 
side seams. 

Turn 1” casing to inside at top and glue or 
stitch along edge. 

From one opening, feed one 24” piece of cording 
through casing. Tie ends together to form circle, 
repeat through other opening. Bag closes when 
cords are pulled in opposite directions. 

Tie remaining 36” piece of cording into a circle 
to make handles for the game when looped through 
both 1/2” openings in folded boards. 

To play the game, open boards and lean bull’s 
eye against a wall. Players take turns pitching but¬ 
tons toward the bull’s eye. Points are scored by 
multiplying the buttons that land in the three scor¬ 
ing zones by the number for that zone - 10, 5, or 1. 
Player with highest score wins. ■

Turning the most basic 
element into the most beautiful 
design is one of the most 
compelling joys of crafting... 


What a kick to see the "before" turn 
into the "after" right in front of your 
eyes using your own hands. Eggs are 
one of those simple staples of life ready 
to be transformed into incredible cre- 
ations-with a little help from Lane 
Ream, that is. 

Lane is the force behind Lane's, a 
Santa Maria, California-based business, 
that supplies various types of eggshells 
and "egg'cessories to egg enthusiasts 
throughout the country. 

During a recent interview with Lane 
at the Creative Living Studios, she 
spoke about her varied (pre-egg) back¬ 
ground. 

For 12 years she was a computer 
operator and then in 1988 she was laid 
off. That's when she decided to try some¬ 
thing she'd always loved: trucking. After 
taking a class to learn how to drive big 
rigs, Lane spent 2 years driving the west 
coast. Told by many she was too small, 
this former Harley rider definitely 
proved her skeptics wrong. 

Itching for something different and a 
way to spend more time with her family, 
she decided to buy an egg business for 
sale in Santa Maria. Lane had seen a 
decorated egg and decided to try her 
hand at it. And, boy, has her business 
taken off in a big way, selling approxi¬ 
mately 60,000 - 70,000 eggshells a year. 

Lane and one other woman run the 
operation, and there's also Lane's hus¬ 
band, John, who provides lots of moral 
support as well as doing computer work 
and packing. It's been a decidedly trial 


and error process, as Lane puts it: "if 
you learn by your mistakes, then I must 
have quite an education." She's the only 
one on the west coast supplying eggs on 
this scale. 

Lane's catalog has an incredible 
array of eggs from the ordinary to the 
exotic-quail, chicken, duck, turkey, 
pheasant, chuker, guinea, goose, 

Chinese goose, ostrich, emu, and rhea 
(Lane described this member of the 
ostrich family as "a dust mop with feet") 
and many of these have their own 
unique shape, texture, look, etc... for 
example, Lane said that a pheasant egg 
looks like a martini olive. All this varia¬ 
tion can only lead to endless design pos¬ 
sibilities. 

Just where do these eggs come from? 
No, Lane does not roam the countryside 
stealing wild bird eggs-which would be 
both highly impractical and highly ille¬ 
gal. No, she goes the hatchery route. 
Either going to nearby hatcheries to get 
the eggs or having them shipped from 
greater distances-buying infertile or 
inedible eggs that would have otherwise 
been trashed. So you might say that it's 
recycling at the most basic level. 

To make decorating as easy as possi¬ 
ble, Lane offers pre-cut goose eggs (regu¬ 
lar and hinged), cut by number kits, fea¬ 
turing designs like butterfly wings, 
maple leaves, lace, and petals. 

Lane has been quoted as saying, "I 
can't stand to waste even a piece of an 
eggshell." Case in point: when a ship¬ 
ment of broken goose eggs arrived one 
day, Lane didn't get mad, she got cre¬ 
ative, transforming bits and pieces into 
unusual eggshell stands (which are also 
offered through her catalog).

In a recent phone 
interview, Judy 
explained that she was in 
the fresh flower retail 
business for about 15 
years when One day she 
saw some freeze-dried 
flowers and became "totally 
fascinated and overwhelmed." 

She had long confronted the

problem of fresh flowers - that 
they simply do not last - but 
freeze-drying seemed to eliminate 
that hurdle by dramatically 
increasing the flowers' shelf life 
while keeping their beauty intact.

8 Glue pearls to rim of large 
can. Glue string of gold beads 
under pearls.

Aleene’s Fusible Web Instructions 


Lay fabric with design 
onto ironing surface, wrong 
side up. (We suggest using 
a hard surface such as a 
masonite or wood cutting 
board. We have found that 
ironing on a hard surface 
allows firmer bonding). Lay 
a piece of fusible web on top 
of the fabric with the glue 
web (rough side) against 
the fabric. With a hot iron, 
iron by setting and lifting 
the iron. Iron only for a few 
seconds. You only want to 
transfer the web of glue to 
the fabric, not melt it. Over 
ironing at this point tends 
to make it hard to remove 
the paper backing. To make 
cutting the appliques easier, 
leave the paper backing on 
the fabric. Carefully cut out 
desired design. 

To apply fabric 
appliques to garment, care¬ 
fully peel the paper backing 
from the fabric and arrange 
on garment. Use a hot iron 
to iron on the appliques, 
holding the iron on each 
area of the applique for 
approximately 5 seconds. 

Do not over iron. If you 
hold the iron on the 
applique too long, the glue 
will tend to migrate to the 
iron. This results in too 
much glue on the applique 
and not enough glue on the 
garment, which will allow 
the applique to loosen from 
the garment when washed.

3. For wings, untwist the paper twist 
and fold both ends into the center. 
Pinch together at the middle and 
secure with a short length of chenille 
stem.

For halo, 
bend a 3” piece of chenille stem into 
a circle and glue to back of head. For 
hanger, tie the thin ribbon or gold 
cord ends together and glue into hole 
at top of bead.

3. Cut the bottom of each piece of 
fabric twist in an undulating fashion 
so that the rows will not be complete¬ 
ly straight across and will more 
closely resemble the uneven nature 
of the branches of a real tree.

While paint is still wet, sprinkle on 
glitter, to resemble a gold garland 
wrapped around the tree. 


5. For gold ornaments, cut apart gold 
ball picks, leaving a little stem on 
each ball. Apply glue on stem and 
bottom of ball. Push stem through 
the fabric twist into the foam. 

6. On top of tree, glue one gold leaf 
down the side of the tree to create a 
cap. Glue a gold and a green leaf on 
the top, pointing upward. Glue a 
small gold ball in the middle of

All of Lane's eggs are blown 
with one small hole in the fat end¬ 
keeping the hole as small as possible 
so you won't have trouble hiding it. 
And she strengthens pre-cut ones 
with glue to make these delicate 
shells more resilient. 

So far, Lane's main advertising 
tool has been word of mouth. She 
often gets calls and notes from peo¬ 
ple thrilled with the quality and the 
cleanliness of the eggs. 

Lane even takes her eggs on the 
road-scrambling around to egg 
shows (people travel from all over 
the world to attend these) selling 
ones she's decorated as well as pre¬ 
cut and cut by number types. Lane 
said that she especially likes the face 
to face contact with her customers 
who are equally excited to show her 
their finished designs. 

An eggshell canvas can definite¬ 
ly come alive with colorful acrylic 
paints, marbled paper for a porce- 
lainized look, or accented with any¬ 
thing small enough to fit inside the 
door that Lane creates with her air 
tool. These incredible designs are not 
just for Easter, they make wonderful 
Christmas, Hannukah, and all-occa¬ 
sion ornaments. 

The tradition of egg decorating 
dates back at least to the time of the 
famous and now priceless Faberge 
eggs (made by jeweler and goldsmith 
Carl Faberge for Russian czars). 
Virtually every culture throughout 
history has transformed the egg into 
a piece of personal art and now it's 
easy to carry on this imperial tradi¬ 
tion with Lane's eggs and your own 
creative flair. ■

1 red solid flower center (G) 

8 dark green stems (H) 

Peel paper backing from fusible 
web. Position large flower (D) in 
center of square. Position flowers 
(E) on top of each fan. Position 
stems (H) under flowers E and D. 
Iron in place following instructions 
on page 52. Position leaves on 
stems; fuse in place. Position flower 
pieces E and G on large center 
flower; fuse. Fuse small dot of lame 
to center of this large flower. 

NOTE: Create all borders from 
top, bottom, left, right. 

Iron solid red fabric to fusible 
web.Using rotary cutter, cut into 
four 1-1/2” x 18” strips. Position as 
first border right next to pins you 
originally placed 4” from edge (pin¬ 
ning just outside border pins). Peel 
off fusible web paper backing. Iron 
in place; remove pins. 

Glue medium green fabric on 
green floral fabric. Leaving 1” red 
fabric showing, iron in place, over¬ 
lapping 1/2” of red border. 

Fuse medium red on red floral. 
Rotary cut into four 24” x 3-1/2” 
strips. Position this last border leav¬ 
ing only 1/4” of green on green floral 
border showing. It will be easier to 
fuse front into place, then fold back 
over edge and fuse to finish edge. 

If desired, outline fan with fab¬ 
ric paint to distinguish fan seg¬ 
ments. For dowel casing (to make 
into wall hanging) cut one 22” x 4” 
strip out of lightest backing materi¬ 
al. Press in half lengthwise. Use 
glue to seal cut edges of lengthwise 
strip. Glue casing to wrong side of 
wall hanging. (Position casing over 
border so that it won’t show through 
on front side.)

Q Pattern - p.52 

Use rotary cutter and mat to cut 
five 36” x 1-1/2” strips from white 
felt. Wrap ring with felt strips begin¬ 
ning and gluing at back, slightly 
overlapping felt as you wrap to com¬ 
pletely cover ring. As you finish one 
strip, start another on the back. 

Use rotary cutter and mat to 
cut thirty 36” x 3/4” white felt 
strips. Make loops sing strips, by 
gluing one end of strip at any place 
on front of ring. Place index finger 
next to glued area and loosely lay 
strip over finger. Glue strip to ring 
on other side of finger to create 
“loop” in the strip. Continue along 
the strip, making loops. As one 
strip is finished, start another. 

(Hint: The closer together the glued 
areas are, the “fluffier” the loops 
will look.) Continue until entire 
ring front and edges are covered 
with loops, leaving back of ring 
uncovered. 

Cut cottage pieces from foam 
board, using craft knife, according to 
patterns. To assemble, glue one 2” 
edge of side wall to back of 2” wall 
of cottage front. Repeat on other 
side with other side wall. Glue 4- 
1/4” length roof piece to top of roof 
on cottage, aligning front and back 
edges with cottage front and back of 
wall. Glue 4-1/2” length roof piece 
to other side of roof, covering top 
edge of first roof piece at the peak. 

Cut cottage front from pink felt 
according to pattern, and two 1-1/2” 
x 2” rectangles to cover side walls 
and edges. Glue to corresponding 
pieces on cottage. For roof, cut from 
green felt 1-3/4” x 9” strip. Glue end 
of strip to edge of roof, extend up 
across top and glue down other side 
of roof. Glue felt edges to front edge 
of roof, folding and gluing at corners 
as you would for wrapping a gift. 
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To decorate cottage, glue on 
assorted candies. (Suggestions: 
slightly overlap rows of mini-sand¬ 
wich cookie wafers for roof, candy 
canes or wrapped bubble gum sticks 
for roof line, hard candy mints for 
windows, jelly beans for door, candy 
coated chocolate balls for the door 
knob and chimney.) Use tweezers to 
handle small candies for gluing. 

For chimney, cut one 1” x 1-1/2” 
piece from foam board. Position bot¬ 
tom edge behind roof line and light¬ 
ly mark with pencil the diagonal 
roof line. Glue on candies to cover 
chimney above pencil mark. Glue 
chimney to back of roof. 

For snow, stir together snow 
paint and small amount of water to 
“right” consistency” for gently droop¬ 
ing snow. Apply to top of roof and top 
of chimney, allowing snow to gently 
drip down sides shghtly; let dry. 

For Christmas trees, cut 1-3/4” 
wide green felt strips in the follow¬ 
ing lengths: 9”, 8”, 7” and 2”. Cut 1- 
1/4” length slits, 3/8” apart, along 
one edge of a 9” length green felt. 
Diagonally cut end of each slit. 

Using double-threaded needle, baste 
along uncut edge of 9” length. Pull 
thread to gather into a tight circle 
and knot. Gently fluff slits. 

Repeat procedure with 8” and 7” 
lengths. Stack and glue felt with 9” 
on bottom, 8” in middle and 7” on 
top. Cut 2” length into separate 3/8” 
wide strips. Diagonally cut ends and 
glue strips to form top peak of tree. 
Decorate by gluing on round candies. 

For wreath snow, glue batting 
to inside bottom of wreath. Nestle 
cottage down into batting and glue. 
Glue trees in front of cottage. 
Decorate with mini-candy canes and 
gum drops in snow. 

For bow, cut a 4” length from 
one end of wired ribbon and set 
aside for binder. Bend remaining 
length to form bow with 3-1/2” loops. 
Bind center of bow with chenille 
stem, twisting together ends at 
back. Fold under twisted ends. 

Fold in half lengthwise, and glue 
the 4” length ribbon. Wrap length 
around middle of bow, covering 
binder. Overlap ends and glue at 
back, trimming excess if necessary. 
Cut V-notch into bow tails. Glue to 
bottom of wreath. 

For hanger loop, glue together 
ends of satin ribbon. Glue ends to 
back top of wreath. Stick candy 
canes randomly through loops. ■

Use caution when handling 
container - the container and the silica 
gel will be very hot and may cause a 
bum. Set container on a heat-resis¬ 
tant surface and do not disturb the sil¬ 
ica gel in container until silica gel is 
completely cool. Flowers removed 
from silica gel before it is cool may still 
be damp and limp. Flowers continue 
to dry as silica gel cools. If flowers 
have not dried completely, re-cover the 
flowers carefully with silica gel and 
place in microwave oven again for 1 to 

2 more minutes. Allow silica gel to 
cool again before removing the flowers. 

Gently pour off silica gel to 
expose flowers. Store flowers in air¬ 
tight containers. Glue flowers to 
base as desired. ■
